Sec. 3-1. Cosnet ol ogy defi ned. Any one or any
conbination of the following practices constitutes t he
practice of cosnetol ogy when done for cosnetic or beautifying
purposes and not for the treatnent of disease or of nuscul ar

or nervous disorder: arranging, braiding (except as provided

under Article I1I1E), dressing, cutting, trinmmng, curling,

wavi ng, chem cal restructuring, shaping, singeing, bleaching,
coloring or simlar work, upon the hair of the head; cutting
or trimmng facial hair of any person; any practice of
mani curi ng, pedicuring, decorating nails, applying scul ptured
nails or otherwse artificial nails by hand or W th
mechani cal or electrical apparatus or appliances, or in any
way caring for the nails or the skin of the hands or feet

including massaging the hands, arns, elbows, feet, |ower
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|l egs, and knees of another person for other than the
treatnent of medical disorders; any practice of epilation or
depilation of any person; any practice for the purpose of
cl eansing, massaging or toning the skin of the scalp;
beauti fying, massaging, cleansing, exfoliating the stratum
corneum of the epiderms, or stinmulating the skin of the
human body by the use of cosnetic preparations, antiseptics,
body treatnents, body waps, the use of hydrotherapy, tonics,
| otions or creans or any device, electrical or otherw se, for
the care of the skin; applying make-up or eyel ashes to any
person, tinting eyelashes and eyebrows and |ightening hair on
the body and renoving superfluous hair fromthe body of any
person by the use of depilatories, waxing or tweezers. The
term "cosnet ol ogy" does not include the services provided by
an el ectrol ogist. Nai|l technology is the practice and the
study of cosnetology only to the extent of manicuring,
pedi curing, decorating, and applying scul ptured or otherw se
artificial nails, or in any way caring for the nail or the
skin of the hands or feet including massaging the hands,
arnms, el bows, feet, |ower |egs, and knees. Cosnet ol ogi sts
are prohibited from performng any procedure that may
puncture or abrade the skin below the stratum corneum of the
epiderms or renove closed mlia (whiteheads) which nmay draw
bl ood or serous body fluid. The term cosnetology includes
rendering advice on what is cosnetically appealing, but no
person |icensed under this Act shall render advice on what is
appropriate nedical treatnent for diseases of the skin.
Purveyors of cosnetics may denonstrate such cosnetic products
in conjunction with any sales pronotion and shall not be
required to hold a license under this Act. Nothing in this
Act shall be construed to prohibit the shanmpooing of hair by
persons enpl oyed for that purpose and who perform that task
under the direct supervision of a |licensed cosnetol ogist or

Sec. 3E-5. Requi sites for ownership or operation of hair

br ai di ng shops.

(a) No person, firm partnership, limted liability

conpany, or corporation shall own or operate a hair braiding

shop without first applying on forns provided by the

Departnent for a certificate of registration. Al | hai r

braiding shops in operation on the effective date of this

anendatory Act of the 93rd General Assenbly shall reqgi ster

with the Departnent within 30 days after the effective date

of this anendatory Act of the 93rd General Assenbly.

(b) The application for a certificate of registration

under this Section shall set forth the nane, address, and

tel ephone nunber of the hair braiding shop; the nane,

address, and telephone nunber of t he per son, firm

partnership, or corporation that is to own or operate the

shop; and, if the shopis to be owned or operated by an

entity other than an individual, the nane, address, and

t el ephone nunber of the managing partner or the chief

executive officer of the corporation or other entity that

owns or operates the shop.

(c) The Departnment shall be notified by the owner or

operator of a shop that is noved to a new | ocati on. If there

is a change in the ownership or operation of a shop, the new

owner or operator shall report that change to the Departnent

along with completion of any additional requi renents set

forth by rule.

(d) If a person, firm partnership, limted liability
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conpany, or _corporation owns or operates nore than one shop,

a separate certificate of registrati on nust be obtai ned for

(e) A certificate of registration qgranted under this

Section may be revoked in accordance with the provisi ons of

Article IV and the holder of the certificate nay be otherw se

disciplined by the Departnent in accordance wth rules

adopted under this Act.

(f) The owner or operator of a hair braiding shop nust

be a licensed cosnmetol ogi st who works on the preni ses of the

hair brai ding shop, except as provided in subsection (h).

(g) Each person enployed as a hair braider at a hair

br ai di ng shop must (i) have conpleted 500 hours of

cosnetology instruction in the areas of health, safety, and

hygi ene and (ii) have passed an exami nati on as detern ned by

the Department, except as provided in subsection (h).

(h) Notwithstanding the other provisions of this Act, a

person who is not a licensed cosnetologist but, on the

effective date of this Section, owned or operated or was

enployed as a hair braider at a shop that regi sters under

this Section within 30 days after that effective date nmay

braid hair at that shop under the follow ng conditions:

(1) for a period of up to 8 nonths after the

effective date of this Section, while the person is

engaged in conpl eti ng 500 hour s of cosnetol ogy

instruction in the areas of health, safety, and hyagi ene,

provided that the act of braiding is perforned under the

direct supervision of a licensed cosnetol ogist who is on

the shop prenmises at all tinmes to performthe application

of any <chemcals, dyes, or colorings, the cutting of

hai r, and hygi ene-rel ated services; and

(2) in the case of an owner or operator who

conpl etes the 500 hours of cosnetoloqy instruction in the

areas of health, safety, and hygiene within the initial
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8- nont h peri od in a manner satisfactory to the

Departnent, then for an additional period of up to 16

months while the owner or operator continues to pursue

the cosnetoloqgy instruction required for i censure,

provided that the act of braiding is perforned under the

direct supervision of a licensed cosnetologist who is

either on the shop prenises or available on call to

perform the application of any chemcals, dyes, or

colorings, the cutting of hair, and hygi ene-rel at ed

servi ces.

To becone eligible to provide hair braiding services

under this subsection (h), a person nust register with the

Departnment within the 30 days after the effective date of

this Section. To renmmnin eligible, a person must provide from

tine to tinme such docunmentation as the Departnent nay

(i) The Depar t ment may pronulgate rules for the

adm nistration of this Section and may establish additional

requi renents for owning or operating a hair braiding shop.
